T  H I  sj^pidemical  contagious 
Difeafe,  ^[^a(5ted  from  the  In- 
fpiration  Ou^^ir  heterogene  to 
our  Bodies,  betrays  itfelf  by  Pains 
of  the  Back  and  Head,  Weari- 
^efs  in  the  Limbs,  Vomitings, 
^c.  ufually  two  or  three  Days 
before .  the  Eruption  of  the  Puf 
»tules  j  after  which,  for  the  mofl 
part,  the  Patient  feels  a  Remit- 
lion  of  Symptoms  :  and  the 
kind  Maturation  of  the  Puftules 
generally  frees  the  infe(5ted  Per-

any ;  for  though  the  Blood  thus 
femiented  may  betray  it  felf  in 
the  fhape  of  the  Small-Pox,  yet 
it  has  always  a  reiort  to  a  poi- 
fonous  Fountain,  from  which  it 
every  Moment  receives  new  Sup¬ 
plies  :  and  as  by  degrees  the  .ve-, 
nomous  Particles  in  the  Wound 
begin  to  abate  of  their  Fur|?, 
the  Symptoms  become  more  lan¬ 
guid,  which  though  incapable  to 
excite  the  higheft  Diforders,  yet 
in  their  Return  may  create  Ob- 
"ftru6lions  in  the  fmaller  Veffels 
of  the  Groins,  Arm-pits,  Joints-, 
fj’c.  the  Confequences  of  which 
are  frequently  greater  than  the 
Difeafe  itfelf,  and  fometimes  in¬ 
curable. 

Which  brings  to  my  Memo¬ 
ry  an  Experiment  of  a  Pretender 
to  Pliyfick,  whofe  Ability  confif-

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ted  in  a  Secret  to  fortify  the  StcH 
mach  againft  the  Attacks  of  the 
moft  malignant  Poifon  :  The 
Curiofity  of  the  Populace  foon 
eas’d  him  of  his  Packets,  in 
which  was  found  this  plain  Bi- 
redfion,  Tljfe',.  this^  youU  loant 
no  other ;  and  indeed  he  fpoke 
Truth  :  for  the'  Patient  whole  j 
Stupidity  led  him  to  the  Tryal, 
narrowly  efcaped  with  Life  ;  of 
which,  if  he  makes  a  Repetition, 
he  juftly  deferves  to  lofe  it. 
However,  the  Quack  got  what  | 
he  wanted,  and  the  Peoples  Safe-  ! 
ty  was  thQ  leali  of  his  Con¬ 
cern. 

I T  is  very  oblervable  in  Pha-. 
gedenical  Ulcers,  when  at  any 
time  they  appear  dryer  than  i 
ordinary,  that  the  lead;  Portion 
of  Matter  lick’d  up  by  the  Vefi 
lels,  excites  Fevers,  Frenzies,  and 

other 

A 
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other  direful  Symptoms ;  and  if 
Nature  is  not  compenfated  by 
fome  critical  Swelling,  or  other 
Evacuation,  the  Patient  dies  :  in 
whom  oftentimes  the  Liver, 
Spleen,  Pancreas,  are  fo  afFeded* 
as  to  become  monftroufly  big 
and  knotty.  How  then  can  we 
determine  for  the  Infulion  of 
this  Poilbn,  that  it  lhall  not  pro¬ 
duce  the  like  EfFeds.^  There  is 
a  v/ide  Difference  between  extra- 
vafated  Matter  in  a  State  of  DL 
geflion,  and  the  Poifon  of  the 
Blood  not  yet  thrown  out :  the 
forrner,  as  thft  Yeaft  or  Flowers  of 
fermented  Liquors,  will  in  the 
I  fmalleft  Proportion  fubdue  large 
I  Quantities ;  when  the  other 
!  whilft  it  maintains  its  common 
Couife  with  the  Blood,  receives 
■Gonftant  Checks  from  the  repeat- 
Ifed  Additions  of  that  Liquor,  and 
I  the  feveral  Ways  of  Evacuation')

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as  is  evident  from  ibme  Inftances*

of  the  Small-Pox,  where  the  Skin  . 
is  fo  iparingly  befet  with  Pim¬ 
ples,  as  not  to  exceed  five  or 
hx  in  number,  and  yet  the  Pa¬ 
tient  as  fecure  from  .  a  fecond 
Infe(5tion  as  thofe  who  have  fuf- 
fered  from  a  Redundancy  of 
theiTL  Yet  even  in  thefe,  when 
there  ftiall  happen  a  Recall  of 
that  Matter,  though  inconfide- 
rable  in  Quantity,  the  worfl  of 
Symptoms  arife,  and  Death  ofteri-i 
times  follows.  J 

The  Degrees  of  A(5i:ivity  inj 
the  Poifon  r  of ,  this  Diftemper,! 
will  vary  much,  according  to  the! 
Degrees  of  Exaltation  it  mayl 
receive  from  the  different  M 
ces  of  ^different  Conftitutions, 
the  Stimulus  of  which  will  in 
fome  be  more  pointed,  and  in 
others  lefs  j  and  the  Injuries  fuc- 

ceeding, 
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ceeding,  of  courfe  will  be  ade¬ 
quate  to^the  Nature  of  thefe  Spi^ 
culaor  Darts,  fo  inimical  to  the 
Crafis  of  our  Blood. 

W  E  find  in  the  Poifon  of 
•the  Viper,  when  thoroughly  pro- 
yoked  to  an  Emiflion  of  it,  the 
Salts  of  that  Liquor  to  be  fo 
obdurate  and  inflexible,  that  un- 
lefs  fome  of  the  Fat  of  that  Ani¬ 
mal  be  inftantly  inftill’d  into  the 
Wound  made  by  his  Teeth,  no 
Remedy  proves  equaU  to  the 
Cure ;  and  if  perchance  the  Pa¬ 
tient  furvives  ,  the  Accident,  I 
dare  be  bold  to  fay,  a  fecond 
Attack  would  prove  as  fatal  as 
the  firft. 

Perhaps  it  may  be  reply’d. 
That  it  is  peculiar  to  the  Small- 
Pox  to  aftedt  us  but  once ;  in¬ 
deed  Experience  happily  de¬ 
clares 
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Glares  this  Truth ;  for  were  we 
.fubjedt  to  the  Repetition  of  it, 
Life  would '  prove  a  Burden  : 
and  we  might  well  with  St.  Paul 
lay,  Of  all^  zve  are  the  mop: 
Wretched. .  But  how  far  this  new 
Exhibition  of  it  w^l  agree  with 
the  accidental  Infedion,  fliall  be 
our  next  Task. 

The  rendring  a  Wound  in 
.any  part  of  the  Body,  and  in¬ 
flaming  the  fame  with  a  poi- 
fonous  Juice,  till  by  thp  Irrita¬ 
tion  of  it,  each  Fibril  becomes 
fo  -  fretted,  as  to  produce  an  Ul¬ 
cer,  is  a  dangerous  Experiment,; 
for  that,  wliatfoever  Blood  is 
fent  to  that  Part,  will  be  changed 
into  the  Nature  of  the  Leaven 
in  the  Sore,  which  may'  furniih 
it  with  greater  Supplies  Ithan  thfe 
Conftitution  can  bear,  the  Ran¬ 
cour  of  which  increafing  every

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Moment  in  proportion  to  the 
Ferment  made  there,  the  Symp¬ 
toms  will  haften  according  to  the 
Addition  receiv’d^  that  it  a  kind 
Maturation  entues  not  in  a 
ted  time,  the  Part  thus  wounded 
may  be  in  danger  of  a  Gan^ 
grene,  and  the  Malignancy  of 
the  Sore  fo  complicated,  as  to 
communicate  the  Corruption  of 
the  one,  and  the  Infedtiori  oi. 
the  other,  at  the  fame  time. 
From  whence  I  need  not  prog- 
notiicate  the  Event,  which  would 
I  but  too  evidently  infer  Death,  or 
at  leaft  .the  Lofs  of  that  Mem¬ 
ber.

which  pufliing  forwards,  the  more 
watery  or  thin  Subftance  tran- 
Ipires,  and  raifes  the  Cuticula  in¬ 
to  the  like  Protuberances,  that 
you  may  plainly  difcern  a  Pock 
^ntained  in  a  Pock ;  that  in  the 
Cutis  holding  dje  grolTeft  Sub- 
itance,  and  moft  fitted  for  Di- 
geftion,  according  to  the  In* 
creafe  of  which,  is  the  Bulk  of 
the  other.  Which  Contrivance  is 
admirable;  for  that  the  Cold- 
nefs  of  the  Air  frequently  damps 
the  niore  fuperficial  Appearances, 
which  fink  and  flatten,  when  by 
the  Uie  of  warm  Internals,  the 
inward  ones  revive,  and  both  are  ^ 
renew  d  afreih ;  at  laft  the  thin-  ^ 
ner  Part  is  perfpired,  and  the  I 
thicker  left  to  incruftate  and 
ihell  off,  without  any  Fears  of  ' 
rrelh  Supplies  of  Infe(51:ion.  Na¬ 
ture  having  by  this  kind  Suppu¬ 
ration  ^ 
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ration  finilhed  her  Work,  when 
in  the  inoculated  Way,  the  Sore 
lhall  continue  for  fix  Weeks  after 
the  Pox,  and  not  without  Diffi- 
iCulty  heal  at  laft.  And  though 
the  Blood  be  difpirited  and  bro- 
iken  from  its  late  Confli(51:,  as  not 
ieafily  to  admit  a  lecond,  or  to 
occafion  the  fame  Velocity  or 
’Heat,  yet  fuch  Impreflions  may 
be  made  on  it,  as  to  difpole  it 
for  Swellings  on  the  Joints, 
Shoulders,  Groins,  and  other 
Parts ;  Confequences  confelTed 
by  Dr.  JSlettleton,  in  liis  Book  to 
Dr.  Whittaker^  to  have  happen’d. 

I T  is  certain  that  Poifon  lick’d 
up  by  the  Vellels  from  a  Wound, 
will  ever  produce  EfFe(5ts  an- 
fwerable  to  its  Nature  ;  and  thole 
Puftules  thrown  out  by  this  new 
Method,  are  but  fo  /nany  Efforts 
indullrioufly  made  to  expel  the 

Cl  Eno" 
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;  which  Method,  as  of¬ 
ten  as  renew’d,  will  caufe  the 
fame  Symptoms  either  to  thofe 
who  have'  fuffered  by  the  natural 
or  artificial  Pox,  as  has  been  ex¬ 
perienced  on  a  Patient  at  St. 
Thomas's  Hofpital  ;  who  though' 
he  had  had  them,  yet  labour’d  with 
the  ufual  Symptoms  of  their  new 
Method.  Nor  can  Reafon  jufti- 
fy  the  .contrary ;  for  .the  Condi¬ 
tion  of  this  Matter,  thus  infufed, 
will  always  be  the  fame  ;  tl)at 
unlefs  we  could  fuppofe  fome 
lingular  Vertue  to  remain  in*  the 
Blood  as  a  proper  Antagonift, 
it  would  be  abfurd  to  think 
them  feciire  from  a  fecond  In- 
red:ion,  any  more  than  that  the 
Transfufion  of  the  Blood  of 
Matter  of  a  venereal  pocky  Pefr 
foil  into  a  found  Habit,  fhould 
ftcure  him  from  any  future  A~. 
moiir  v/ith  Impunity.  What 

*  .  i.  i  .  .i  .A  .  y 
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diougli  the  Symptoms  may  ape 
thofe  of  the  Small-pox,  and  the 
Protuberances  of  the  Skin  bear 
a  near  Refemblanee,  yet  the 
Way  of  communication  differs 
much.  Here  the  Blood  is  fated 
with  a  grofs  tenacious  Matter, 
impregnated  with  the  mofl  en¬ 
venom’d  Salts,  which  will  necef- 
farily  create  Obflrudfions  in  the 
Capillary  Veflels  j  from  whence 
thofe  Pains  in  the  Head  :  And 
as  the  Circulation  becomes  lefs 
free,  the  Veffels  will  be  more 
turgid,  till  by  degrees  the  Pref 
fure  affeds  the  Nerves,  and  the 
Pains  of  the  Back  enfue  ;  which 
are  Symptoms  not  uncommon  to 
other  Diftempers,  and  can  be  no 
certain  Proof  of  this. 

Besides,  thefe  inoculated 
Puftules  are  thrown  out  in  the 
manner  of  thofe  proceeding 

from

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from  Wines  mingled  with  Arfe- 
nick,  where  the  Quantity  has 
been  too  finall  immediately  to 
offend  the  Stomach  and  Guts, 
which  being  mixed  with  the 
Blood,  innumerable  Puftules  of 
bad  Afpecft,  of  a  fiery  red  kind, 
arife‘  like  the  inoculated  ones, 
haying  no  regular  Increafe,  or 
Hated  Period  for  their  Declen- 
fion ;  but  depend  wholly  on  the 
contaminated  Fountain  (I  mean 
the  Wound)  to  determine  both. 
While  thofe  of  the  natural  fort 
are  flowly  ejeded,  and  contain  at 
firft  a  Latex,  or  thin  watry  Spb- 
Hance,  which,  from  the  Heat  of 
(he  Part,  thickens,  and  converts 
to  Pus,  ufually  in  the  fpace  of 
nine  Days,  being  covered  with  a 
thin  and  fine  Pellicle.  Thefe  Im 
pculated,  are  at  firft  produced 
from  Blood,  and  are  of  a  hard 
Subftance }  which  ftiows  the 

manner 
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iMnner  of  their  Propagation  to 
be  different  from  the  others- 
and  poffibly  the  Symptoms  from’ 
t  ns  infufed  Poyfbn,  no  more  tlian 
what  might  have  enfu'd  from  the 
Inrulion  of  any  other:  that  it 
may  be  juftly  queftioned,  Whe¬ 
ther  this  artificial  Pox  fo  fquares 
with  the  natural  one,  as  fo  de- 
ferve  the  fame  Appellation ; 
much  lefs,  from  the  Mode  of 
Its  Operation,  fliould  it  fecure 
to  us  the  Bleffing  of  having  it 
but  once.  Befides,  the  fonui- 
tous  Contradion  of  this  Diftem- 
per  being  from  infeded  Air  the 
Veficles  %f  the  Lungs  may  be!

APPENDIX 

H  E  former  ImpreffiOns  of  my 
Book  having  met  with  a  fa¬ 
vourable  Reception,  I  was  en¬ 
courag’d  to  proceed  on  the 
fame  Subjea  :  In  treating 
which,  if  I  give  not  that  Sa- 
tisfadion  fome  Criticks  exped  or  dehre, 
I  may  at  leaft  fo  far  influence  the  Minds 
!  of  the  Generality,  as  to  render  them  more 
flow  in  their  Submiflion  to  the  Praftice  of 
being  inoculated,  and  bring  them  to  a 
cooler  Debate  with  themfelves,  before  they 
lay  down  their  Reafon  as  a  Forfeiture  to 
Novelty,  and  their  Lives  for  the  Expeu- 
ment.  Far  be  it  from  me  to  difcourage 
i  any  thing  becaufe  it  is  new,  were  it  lafe 
or  laudable  in  the  Pradice,  W’ere  it  conlil-

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tent  with  Phyfick  or  Philofophy :  to  aH 
which,  I  prefume,  the  prefent  Undertakino 
of  Inoculation  abfolutely  repugnant.  It  is 
but  too  notorious  that  fome  have  mifcac- 
ry  d  by  the  Attempts ;  and  what  is  rao^ 
to  be  lamented,  when  no  Neceflity  urg’d 
them  to  their  Fate,  unlcfs  like  the  Italiatf 
Who  was  very  well,  but  refolv’d  to  take 
Phyfick,  and  then  dy’d.  That  it  is  not 
laudable,  appearifrom  the  Uncertainty  of 
the  Experiment,  ^nd  the  Variety  of  bad 
bymptoms  thefe  Volunteers  of  Mifery  are 
labour’d  with.  The  End  of  Phyfick  is 
the  Recovery  of  Health;  not  firft  to  make 
Patients,  and  then  glory  in  the  Succefs : 
as  well  might  a  Man  fulFer  a  Thruft  in 

the  Efficacy 

or  bivjo&n  Co/^^atcFs  Powder  and-  Tinc- 
^re,  or  get  a  ’;.:e}ap  for  the  fake  of  ufing 
Ur.  M^wrive’s  Injection ;  both  which  for 
buccefs  may  claim  equal  Merit  with  our 
Inoculators,  the  Difference  confifting  only 
in  this,  Inotulation  is  open  and  fubjefted 
to  pfipute,  theirs  remains  a  Secret,  and, 
IS  belt  known  to  themfelves.  But  to  re- 
turn,  feveral  Poifons  taken  into  the  Sto¬ 
mach  are  innocent ;  as  the  Juice  of  the  Vi- 
per  (than  which  nothing  more  deadly  in- 
ftill  d  by  a  Wound  ;)  Opium,  nay,  Subli-  ' 
mate,  skilfully  exhibited,  though  naked  in. 
the  Stomach  ;  when  the  fmallell  Quantity 
of  either,  thrown  into  tlieBlood  after  this

Tfar.  per  deliq.  and  others  of  the  acid 
Tribe  of  Angular  Ufe,  when  admitted  by 
the  Mouth,  will  produce  the  like  cruel 
Symptoms  the  other  way  :  Thefe  noxious 
Particles  become  fo  blended  with  the  Mu¬

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has,  but  neither  ,  Reafoh  nor  Philofophy  can 
afcertain  it  will.  The  different  Conftitu- 
tion  of  thefe  Glands,  of  this  or  that  Vifcus 
in  the  Body,  will  render  it  precarious  in 
the  Event ;  and  a  Grain  of  Leaven  from 
this  Perfon  thus  taken  to  be  infufed,  may 
be  ftronger  than  five  from  another  :  A 
Danger  to  which  the  Operation  will  ever 
be  expofed  ;  befides  the  Semina  of  a  Lepro- 
fy,  Pox,  Evil,  Gout,  or  Rheumatifm,  may 
be  inherent  in  the  Poifon  of  fome  Perfons 
from  whence  it  is  taken,  and  fo  of  confe- 
quence  affix  the  indelible  Marks  of  one  or 
all  of  them  on  fuch  as  are  thus  praSisM 
upon,  and  make  them  pay  dear  for  the 
Experiment.

ly  the  Skill  of  the  Phyfrcian  eluded  in  the 
gvent.  That  Medicine  proves  fruitleis, 
where  no  rational  Conjefture  can  be  made 
of  the  Difeafe ;  for  inftance,  when  Poifon 
has  pals’d  the  TrijK^  Evacuations 
■  fail ;  and  the  moft  skill’d  Artift  can  have 
little  or  no  Dependance  on  Phyfick,  for  the 
i  Relief  of  fuch  a  Patient,  and  efpecially  if 
the  Quantity  was  too  large  for  the  Animal 
?  Strufture  to  expel.  And  this  muft  certain¬ 
ly  be  the  Cafe  of  fuch  Wretches  grown  pro- 
I  digal  of  Health,  to  lavifli  it  away  upon 
I  fuch  Novel  and  Unwarrantable  Experi- 
!  ments,  when  neither  the  Strength  of  the 
Poifon,  thus  infufed,  can  be  guefs’d  at ;  and 
I  if  it  could,  it  is  already  in  the  Blood,  and 
beyond  their  power  to  remedy.  What 
Antidote  can  be  found  out  to  llieath  this 
I  Poifon,  and  cure  its  direful  Effeds  ?  What 
Medicine  given  the  ordinary  way  by  the 
i  Stomach,  can  be  carry’d  quick  enough  to 
i  anfwer  our  Wifhes,  into  the  Blood  ?

'  phire  proves  of  fingular  Ufe  againft  the 
Powers  of  Cantharides,  which  ading  only 
on  the  Urinary  Parts,  their  Stimulus  is  fre¬ 
quently  blunted  by  it;  but  from  this  in¬ 
fufed  Matter,  all  Nature  labours,  and  the 
minuteft  VelTel  partakes  of  its  Fury  :  that.

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fhould  we  infufe  the  moft  innocent  of  Li»* 
quors,  it  would  yet  add  to  the  Difeafe,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  Lower^  who  having  taken 
away  fome  Blood  from  a  Dog»  he  injeded 
warm  Milk  into  the  crural  Vein,  and 
within  half  an  Hour  the  Dog  became  very  | 
fick,  breath’d  with  difficulty,  feem’d  to  la- 1 
bour  much  with  his  Heart  and  Diaphragm,  j 
and  at  length  dy’d  miferably.  2)^  Motu 
Cordis^  page  119,  '  . 

From  whence  we  may  gather  how  much 
Nature  abhors  fuch  kind  of  Infufions,  how 
retrograde  they  are  to  the  Make  of  our  Bo¬ 
dies,  when  the  fofteft  of  Liquors,  thus  ad¬ 
mitted,  fhall  occafion  Death  itfelf.  The 
Blood  in  its  Journey  to  the  Extremes,  be¬ 
ing  impoverifh’d  by  the  Depofition  of  Ani¬ 
mal  Spirits,  to  the  Support  and  Vigour  of 
the  Whole,  lofes  in  great  meafure  its  Elaf- 
ticity  and  Springinefs :  Wherefore  Nature 
has  conftituted  Valves  to  hinder  a  Delapfe, 
which  by  the  Reaftion  of  the  Veffels  and 
Mufcular  Contraction,  the  Fluid  is  helpt 
in  its  Return  to  the  Heart;  but  when  fo  I 
poifonous  a  Guefl:  is  infufed,  the  Blood 
ftagnates,  and  overcomes  thofe  fmall  Affif- 
tances,  (I  mean  the  Valves)  and  the  Coats 
of  the  Veins  lefs  able  to  contraft,  the  Af- 
cent  to  the  Fountain  of  Life,  will  be  but 
partially,  and  with  great  difficulty  per¬ 
form’d  ;  which  may  occafion  that  labouring  , 
of  the  Heart,  thofe  Syncopes  and  Convul- 
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I  fions  of  the  Diaphragm,  which  the  famous 
I  Dr.  Lower  obferv’d,  and  may  ferve  to  con- 
ivince  us,  that  this  Method  is  impracticable 
I  from  Reafon,  Philofophy,  Phyfick,  and 
I  Anatomy. 

The  Appearances  of  this  artificial  Pox 
are  fo  irregular  and  various,  that  no  time 
I  can  be  fixM  for  its  Crifis,  no  Judgment 
iform’d  of  what  fort  they  flhall  labour;  the 
i  Operation  of  the  virulent  Matter  fometimes 
unexpeftedly  occafioning  frelli  Diforders, 
at  other  times  proving  too  weak  to  anfwer 
the  Defign  of  Infection  ;  and  when  it  does 
operate,  fo  long  as  the  Wound  continues, 
the  Patient  is  in  danger.  The  Venereal 
Venom  is  of  a  peculiar  Nature,  as  well  as 
this,  which  for  a  long  time  has  lain  unac¬ 
tive  in  the  Body  with  no  vifible  Detriment 
ito  the  Delinquent,  and  at  lafl:  has  be¬ 
tray’d  itfelf  by  the  noted  Characters  of  a 
Pox,  and  the  moft  malicious.  With  equal 
Irealbn  may  wefiippolethe  fame  of  this,  as 
j  appears  from  the  Inftance  of  Dr.  Wagfiaff^s 
]Book,  where  the  Child  thus  inoculated, 
Tor  the  fpace  of  three  Months  had  a  bad 
'  State  of  Health,  and  at  laft  had  the  Small* 
^  Pox  in  the  natural  Way. 

A  fufiicient  Teftimony  of  the  little  De- 
pendance  we  ought  to  have  on  this  new 
Method,  as  well  as  a  Confirmation  of  the 
,  Corruption  our  Juices  fuffer  from  it !

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Moreover,  feveral  Patients  who  arc| 
Venereal,  and  have. the  Symptoms  of  a: 
Gondrrhaea,  fhall  at  that  time  have 
the  Small-Pox  in  the  natural  Way;  and  yet 
from  thefe  we  are  as  likely  to  receive  thei 
Difeafe  by  Ingrafcmenc  as  from  any  other,! 
who,  I  am  pofitive,  will  feldom  deny  thems 
a  Supply  of  morbifick  Matter,  by  confef- 
fing  to  their  own  Reproach.  And  if  thisi 
be  doubted,  I  could  (were  it  not  inconfif- 
tent  with  the  Secrecy  of  our  Profeflion)! 
with  the  greateft  Veracity  anfwer  in  the 
Affirmative,  by  referring  them  to  the  Pa: 
tients  themfelves.  And  if  this  be  an  Acci¬ 
dent  to  which  Inoculation  is  liable,  as  ndj 
thinking  Man  can  deny,  the  Confequencesj 
to  Futurity  may  be  a  Legacy  of  Tandord^s 
Box,  and  our  Offspring  the  legitimate! 
Heirs  of  their  Father’s  Madnefs  :  A  lauda¬ 
ble  Provifion  by  which  they  will  ftriftly  in-i 
herit  our  Vices!  But  God  knows  whether 
any  of  our  Vertues,  the  Examples  being; 
too  (lender  for  fucceeding  Times  to  reap  the 
Benefit.  If  the  Semen  Humamm  conveys 
its  natural  Impurities  and  Defefts  to  outt 
Children,  which  Numbers  of  Miferablesi 
but  too  fad  ly  prove,  if  Diverfity  of  Colours 
and  Complexions  can  arife  from  Strength 
of  Imagination  at  that  JunQiure  imprefTddj 
on  that  Fluid,  as  that  a  fair  Woman  may 
bring  forth  an  Ethiopian ;  and  in  Brutes, 
when  preternaturally  painted  or  colour’d 

overji 
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over,  the  Male  fhall  be  fo  afFefled,  as  to 
beget  a  Progeny  in  Colour  unlike  to  both  : 
Surely  a  fermented  Matter,  in  which  is 
inherent  all  the  Ills  of  its  Parent,  will  from 
(the  fame  Caufe  produce  the  fameEffefts; 
|fbr  it  is  much  more  difficult  to  conceive 
liow  Imagination  fhould  make  fuch  Altera^ 
tion,  than  that  fuch  Particles  v/hich  alrea¬ 
dy  exifi:  in  SeiniJie^  ffiould  att  according  to 
hheir  Nature,  Another  Inftance  of  the 
SDanger  of  conveying  poifonous  Matter  ii> 
|:o  the  Blood  by  Wounds,  appears  by  the 
penomous  Bites  of  Adders,  Rattle-Snakes, 
|ind  many  other  Serpents,  and  even  of  mad 
fDogs  and  Foxes,  and  alfo  of  Men,  tho- 
I’oughly  provoked,  (fee  Wabr^  Hildai)  whole 
poxious  Juices  put  into  the  Sphere  of  Cir- 
|ulation  in  this  way,  prove  generally  mor- 
j:al ;  but  taken  into  the  Mouth  and  Sto- 
|nach,  are  innocent.  Indeed  the  natural 
{Way  of  Infeflion  leems  to  be  by  the  Gullet 
Und  Windpipe,  which  often  blunt  the  Sharp- 
fieft  of  the  Poilbn,  before  it  can -penetrate 
che  Mafs  of  Blood  (as  we  before  hinted) 
Us  is  evident  from  the  frequent  Attendance 
)f  fome  on  fuch  as  have  the  Small-Pox, 
ii^et  efcape  its  Effefls ;  and  alfo  of  the 
Plague  itfelf,  though  employ’d  in  the  fer¬ 
tile  and  dangerous  Offices  of  burying  the 
•  Dead,  fcarce  three  in  twenty  receive  the 
r'lnfeftion  :  to  which,  from  the  leaft  Quan- 
idty  thus  infufed,  they  would  be  liable, 
■  E  2  And 
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And  ni  venture  to  fay,  not  one  in  a  hun¬ 
dred  would  furvive  the  Experiment.  Nor 
is  it  improbable  to  think  neither,  the  fmall 
or  great  Pox  had  appear’d  in  the  World, 
if  they  had  not  been  tranfplanted  or  inocu¬ 
lated  into  human  Race  by  Wounds  of  In¬ 
dian  and  Exotick  Animals ;  for  ’tis  plain 
by  all  the  antient  Records  of  the  Greek 
and  Roman  Phyficians,  that  thofe  two  mo¬ 
dern  Difeafes  were  hot  known  to  them, 
who  were  very  accurate  in  obferving, 
diliinguifhing,  and  defcribing  all  Difeafes 
that  appear’d  in  their  Days.  And  ’tis  im- 
poflible  that  both  thofe  Poxes  flhould  have 
efcaped  their  piercing  Eyes  and  Pens,  whc 
gave  fuch  judicious  and  particular  Hifto- 
ries  of  all  Diftempers  (even  the  moft  mi¬ 
nute  and  rare)  in  their  Ages.  There  mull 
be  therefore  fome  venomous  Caufe  which 
gave  birth  to  thofe  two  contagious  new 
Difeafes,  which  did  not  infefl:  the  Antients, 
either  from  Surfeits  of  Meats  or  Drinks, 
from  Copulations,  or  fudden  Colds,  Cor 
fuptions  of  Air,  fo  that  thefe  two  fpe- 
cifick  Poifons  muft  have  been  convey’d  intc 
us  at  firft  from  unufual  Conduits  of  fO" 
teiga  Infufions  into  the  ^Channel  of  th^ 
Blood,  that  immediately  caught  the  Taini 
by  the  opening  Veins  and  Arteries,  and  noi 
by  ihe  common  Paifages  into  the  Blood j 
namely,  by  the  Stomach,  Lungs,  Pores,  oj 
any  other  natural  PaiTage.  See  Examplel 
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of  conveying  the  Plague  by  Infufions  of  the 
Gall,  Blood,  and  other  Juices  of  infeaed 
Perfons,  into  the  Blood-Velfels  of  found 
Animals,  as  of  Dogs  and  Cats,  none  ot 
which  would  have  taken  it  the  natural 
Wav;  Journ.  des S^amns.  Upon  difcourf- 
ins  on  this  Subjea  with  that  learned  and 
ingenious  Gentleman,  V>x.T:ancredKoltn- 
fot  he  was  pleas’d  to  furnilh  me  with 
lome  of  thefe  general  Hints,  which  I  look 
upon  as  fiou  levia  nojiri  Ovncuueftta Ltbelhj, 
and  may  ferve  to  convince  any  unprejudiced 
Reader,  how  erroneous  and  fatal  this  Pj^c- 
tice' of  Inoculation  is  like  to  prove  The 
Italian  Miftreffes  make  ufe  of  a  Poifon, 
when  their  amorous  Adventurers  prove  falle 
to  their  ContraQ:,  with  which  they  rub 
the  Brims  of  the  Cup,  and,  according  to 
the  Quantity  of  it,  the  Life  of  the  ^rfon 
will  determine  at  certain  Periods  of  Time, 
namely,  within  fix  or  twelve  Months  Ipace, 
or  lefs,  if  they  pleafe  ;  feme  wafting  by 
a  Confumption,  others  with,  peipetual 
Gripings  and  Belly-ach ;  others  from  large 
Abfeeffes  and  Ulcers :  an  Inftance  ^  which 
I  mvftlf  beheld  in  a  Man  at  St.  Thomas  s 
Hofpital,  who  dy’d  a  tweU'e  Month  after 
the  Infedion,  miferably  tabid  and  wafted 
From  whence  I  would  infer  the  Poifibility 
of  Poiloos  imperceptibly  to  operate  tor  a 
long  time,  till  the  Blood  and  Juices  re¬ 
ceive  a  general  Taint,  and  an  mcm^bb 
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Cachexy  enfues  ;  as  in  the  Infufion  of  this 
Poifon  it  may  happen,  when  either  th^ 
Quantity  proves  unequal,  or  the  QuafiW 
too  Jnoffenfive  to  excite  the  ufual  Appe^
